CLINTON-GORE FEDERAL ANTENNA BILL 
April 1, 1995, WB6AAM at K6VE.4SOCA.CA.USA.NOAM 


Today Vice President Al Gore proposed a two-phase bill 
which the White House feels would reduce the effects of 
radiation from amateur antennas, as well as eliminate the 
visible environmental impact of amateur antennas. 


According to a White House official, “Our bill would place 
tough restrictions on eyesore antennas and give us a national 
standard instead of many local antenna laws. The bill will 
also include guidelines for RF radiation (power) limits. This 
administration is concerned about the effects of radiation on 
the environment and on unborn children. There is no reason 
why amateurs should radiate their families and neighbors with 
excessive powers of 50 watts and more”. 


The second phase of the bill would place a tax on FCC 
amateur license applications and on antenna construction 
permits which would have to be filed with a yet-to-be- 
announced federal agency. 
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NEW ATV FEATURES NOW 
WORKING PROPERLY 


As some of you have noticed, the ATV Repeater has a new feature—a direct 
feed of NASA SELECT TELEVISION. Keith Lattin (N6PMF), Jim Kennon 
(KE60ED) and myself (KC6SOE) installed the club’s six-foot satellite dish 
at the repeater site on Feb. 18. The receiver and LNA was donated to us by 
Don Anthony (N6SIA), who purchased it with funds he received from selling 
some other radio-related stuff that had been donated by (gone to Hawaii, but 
not forgotten) Mike Scott (N6GOZ).

Board of Director's Meeting March 20, 1995 
Richard M. Shappee, WASHQJ, Secretary, MDARC 


President Larry, KB2GV, called the meeting to order at 7:30 at the 
home of Treasurer Frank, WA6NSC. Guests were Lyle Van 
Norman, KB6DOW, George Roush, WB6OFH and Paul Girard, 
KC6TZU. 


The minutes of the last meeting were approved as published in the 
CARRIER. Membership Chairman Dick, AA6DL, reported that our 
membership was 562. Because of the Board’s interest in improving 
the methodology of mailing, he reported on the last mailing of the 
CARRIER where he applied labels, attached stamps and arranged for 
inserts into new member’s copies. He said that he was able to do the 
job in a couple of hours. He also advised that he had sent World 
Radio current information on our club for their use and he also 
renewed our subscription. 


Secretary Richard, WA5HQJ, reported on the proposed MDARC 
asset control procedure. The recommendation was made that it be 
revised to include provisions for periodic inventory of assets. Since 
it is necessary that we renew our insurance in April, this seems like a 
good time to do the inventory. Richard agreed to contact Jim, 
KC6SOE, RRRG Chairman in this regard. The suggested label to be 
used for asset identification was discussed. It was the consensus that 
the labels would only deter an honest person from taking an item and 
that it would be advisable to have not only our serial number but our 
name on the tags. Richard also proposed to the board that we 
consider a different location for our annual picnic. He suggested Site 
1 at Baldwin Park which can be reserved for $85.00. It was moved, 
seconded and passed that we reserve this park location if it is 
available. It was pointed out that members going to our prior 
location paid for access and that there would be no charge to any 
member under the new arrangement. Membership Chairman Dick, 
AAO6DL, asked that someone be found to help George, WB6OFH, 
with the picnic as he would not be able to do so this year. Richard 
had also suggested a secondary location for a Field Day Site. He had 
the contact person’s name and phone number and agreed to make this 
available to Field Day Chairman Lauren, WA6CIE. 


The Capital Asset committee made a brief report and gave its 
recommendations to the Board. Those that were approved by the 
Board are listed below. A number of other worth while 
recommendations were also received and the Board and the 
Committee expressed their appreciation to those who took the time to 
let their thoughts be known. 


A proposal was received from VEEP John, KM6QxX, that included a 
possibility of receiving a large amount of amateur radio equipment 
from PG&E that would be suitable for the communications trailer 
proposed by John. This, combined with the planning of the Capital 
Assets Committee was the subject of lengthy discussion. Paul, 
KC6TZU, said that he thought that “there are enough trailers around 
and that a trailer would be a liability.” He also said that if we went 
ahead with the project that we should not consider loaning it to other 
clubs. EC Sam, KO6JR, said that he thought that the trailer would be 
an asset and thought that since it would be easily transported to a 


desired location that we would get plenty of publicity because of our 
presence at public service events. 


The Committee and the Board endorsed the idea of having an 
MDARC BBS. The Committee cautioned the Board that this 
proposal would be highly sensitive to the person(s) who agreed to 
serve as sysop. The content of files was discussed and the 
recommendation made by the Committee that we exercise caution in 
the scope of what we included. The issue of Internet connection was 
discussed and it was the opinion of the Board that we should ‘walk 
before we run.’ 


Support to local schools with either existing radio clubs or those with 
a licensed faculty member was approved. The Committee and the 
Board approved continuation of our Scholarship Program as well as 
an expansion of the number of books we would provide to schools 
and public libraries. It was also approved that we make a small 
donation to the Mt. Diablo Interpretive Association in appreciation of 
our use of Mt. Diablo for our antennas and for field day. 


Sam, KO6JR, reported that beginning in April, MDARC will offer 
all written elements of the license tests and hoped by May to offer 
the code tests as well. He reported that April 22 was the date picked 
for RACES training at the Water District. He also asked 
authorization to expend not more that $200 for the purchase of 
letterheads stationery and envelopes, all contingent upon approval of 
the new MDARC Logo. A discussion was held concerning how we 
had mismanaged the work done by Bruce, KC6JMN with regard to 
logos. The problem was that of the Board and not Bruce’s. The 
Board again expressed its appreciation to Rruce for his help in this 
matter. 


The next Board meeting will be held April 24 at the QTH of Richard 
WASHQJ. Other new business included a brief report from Paul, 
KC6TZU, concerning the status of the MDARC fact sheet. He will 
have it available for approval by the Board by the time of the next 
Board meeting. The board was given some information by Dick, 
AA6DL, concerning bulk mailing; completion of this work was 
taken on by Richard WASHQJ. 


Treasurer Frank, WA6NSC, reported that all bills had been paid and 
that we had a checking account balance of $12,358.52 but that we 
had yet to pay sellers for their auction items. Sellers will be paid in 
the next two weeks. President Larry, KB2GV, asked that Frank 
prepare a financial status report for the period January 1 to April 1, 
showing a summary of income and expenses. 


A discussion was held concerning a logo that had been prepared by 
the company who had previously embroidered our PACIFICON 
shirts. Through a confused set of circumstances, this supplier has 
created the logo and produced hats and shirts that were shipped to 
Lyle, KB6DOW. He had taken it upon himself to sell these to 
members. The issue of approval of the logo as well as the 
authorization to commit club funds was discussed but no action was 
taken. -o-

l. The committee recommends that MDARC proceed with 
the proposal made by John Stuart, KM6QX, that a communications 
trailer be constructed. A recent circumstance makes this a 
particularly attractive project. The P. G. & E. Amateur Radio Club is 
to be dissolved and its assets will be made available to another 
organization such as ours that will undertake their protection and use. 
The equipment, per the attached list, had an acquisition cost of 
$14,300 and a likely current value of $7,320. If for any reason this 
equipment is not made available to MDARC, this project should be 
reconsidered. John’s proposal is also attached. Note that it does not 
contemplate the acquisition of the P.G. & E. equipment nor does it 
include a gasoline driven generator, thought by the committee to be 
essential. John’s proposal does not include a timeline for completion 
of the trailer. He will be asked to provide such information before 
the approval is granted. 

Projected Cost: John’s estimate $4,900, generator, other @ $850

2. The committee recommends that MDARC approve the 
recommendation made earlier by John, KM6QX and subsequently 
expanded upon by Dick Brown, KT6X, for a land iine BBS. It is the 
recommendation of the committee that the scope of what will be 
carried on the BBS be carefully considered to insure that the 
management of the BBS be an acceptable burden to a SYSOP. It is 
the further recommendation that this project not be undertaken until a 
SYSOP acceptable to the board is identified.

3. The committee recommends that financial support be given 
to local schools that have an existing radio club or a science teacher 
or other teacher who will make the commitment to form such a club.

4. The committee recommends that we continue to fund 
scholarships.

>. The committee recommends that we expand our purchase 
of radio-related books and subscriptions to public and school 
libraries.

6. The committee recommends that we expend approximately 
$250 for some sort of membership in the Mt. Diablo Interpretive 
Association in appreciation for use of the mountain for field day. 
The thought is that an engraved plaque might be erected indicating 
the site of the annual MDARC Field Day exercise. The committee 
recognizes that this is not a capital expenditure in the usual sense but 
still seems to be a worthwhile and radio related item. Judy Adler, the 


executive director of the association could not be contacted in time 
for this report and it is possible that $250 will not buy the 
recognition that we would like for our money. When we know more, 
we will so report.

While the communications trailer and the BBS investments are one- 
time costs, it should be noted that each will have maintenance costs 
and insurance costs. The other items recommended are ones that can 
be continued in future years, should the club wish to do so. 

The cost of these projects may be more than the Board originally 
contemplated. The Capital Asset Committee suggests that there is 
little reason for the club to have such a large amount invested in CDs 
and elsewhere. Further, it is the recommendation of the committee 
that funds from the RRRG be included in the financing of the 
communications trailer. It is further the recommendation that the 
RRRG be the ‘custodian’ for the proposed communications trailer.

I have been a HAM now for 67 years. There has been a great deal of 
talk back and forth regarding the funds in the MDARC treasury. One 
more idea wil! not hurt and it is one not touched upon, in print at 
least. , 


The most advanced frontier of Amateur Radio today is satellite 
telecommunications. This is but one of many modes pioneered by 
amateurs. There are many amateur “birds” flying high and low, 
designed and built by amateurs, and operated by amateurs everyday. 


The majority of amateur satellites were developed, and deployed by 
AMSAT. Although AMSAT started in the United States, it is now a 
truly international effort supported by HAMs in England, Germany 
Japan, Australia, and the Netherlands to name a few. Whereas the 
US, Europe and Russia talk about a international space effort and 
presence, Amateur Radio has and is already there. The various 
international branches of AMSAT each produce different modules of 
each satellite which join together in a common orbital platform. 
Final assembly and testing is usually done in the US Amateur 
satellites usually hitch a ride to orbit as ballast on commercial or 
military launches. 


AMSAT is fully funded by donations from individuals, clubs, 
organizations and businesses. Since satellite communications is 
destine to play a major role in future amateur communications, 
wouldn’t it be fitting and worthwhile for MDARC to contribute a 
donation to AMSAT, perhaps even sponsor a module on a future 
amateur satellite design? MDARC would not only be supporting the 
frontier of Amateur Radio technology, not only supporting Amateurs 
world-wide, but would receive worldwide recognition as well.
